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facts nt  a)f»  entirely  upon  their  ill  actions.  They  have  done  no« 
thing  for  three  years  but  mischief  to  Ireland,  and  hereupon  there 
spring  up  in  the  noble  Secretary’s  mind  a  lively  faith  in  their  dis¬ 
position  to  do  Ireland  nothing  but  ser^ce  for  the  future.  This  is 
the  faith  that  removea  mountains.  Mountains  of  piist  wrong  vanish 
before  this  infinite  confidence  in  future  amendment.  How  like  the 
lenowned  belief  of  Tertullian,  built  upon  the  impossibility  of  the 
thing  believed  in.  ^  Lord  John  Russell  could  not  think  better  of 
this  harem  of  hags  if  he  saw  them  at  the  best  occupations,  than  he 
does  at  present,  when  they  stir  only  to  brew  poisons  for  the  em¬ 
pire.  Is  it  not  written,  **  Be  ye  as  little  children  and  again, 
**  Blessed  are  the  po«>r  in  spirit  blessed  then  is  the  Noble  Lord, 
for  if  ever  there  was  a  prostration  of  the  intelligent  spirit  of  man, 
it  is  surely  in  him  who,  seeing  the  deeds  that  the  Lords  do,  believes 
still  that  they  have  capacities  for  advancing  the  weal  of  the  people. 

We  cannot  forbear  quoting  a  passage  of  the  holy  father  men¬ 
tioned  above,  which  we  find  extracted  by  Bayle  >

Either  municipal  liberties  are  bad  things,  or  the  House  of  Lords  is 
t  vicious  institution  for  keeping  Ireland  three  years  from  their 
enjoyment.  Ttm  Tories,  who  hold  the  former  opinion,  are  opposed 
to  me  latter  most  consistently ;  but  where  is  the  consistency  of 
crying  up  at  one  and  the  same  moment  the  advantages  of  a  pro¬ 
pped  msaaure,  and  the  beauty  of  a  branch  of  the  Legislature  which 
that  the  Mtion  shall  not  have  it  ?  Where  is  Lord  John 
Biitsell*t  consistenev ;  for  he  is  ever  foremost  amongst  the  eulo- 
fists  of  the  Peers?  And  he  raises  the  note  of  praise  at  odd  moments! 
We  generally  remark  that  bis  Lor^hip’s  panegyrin  upon  the 
House  of  Lords  synchronise  nicely  with  the  most  ahti-Liberal  and 
soti.DBtioaal  demonstrations  of  umt  assembly.  Mark  the  night 
•od  hour  of  soma  signal'movement  of  the  coroneU  against  a  popu- 
Itr  or  just  measure,  and  it  is  ten  to  ode  that,  if  you  drop  into  the 
House  of  Commons  just  at  the  moment  that  the  lordly  heel  is  on 
the  heart  of  the  question,  you  will  find  Lord  John  Russell  on  his 
legs  paying  fine  compliments  to  the  institution  of  an  hereditary 
peerage,  and  blessing  our  forefathers,  who  are  said  to  have  devised 
the  inestimable  treasure  to  us  happy  people.  We  had  an  instance 
of  this  only  the  other  night.  The  Lords  were  oflering  their  latest 
outrage  te  the  Irish  Municipal  Bill  at  the  same  or  nearly  the  same 
moment  that  Lord  John  Russell,  in  his  otherwise  sensible  reply  to 
Mr  Ro^ck,  was  uttering  all  manner  of  old  trumpery  common- 
placet  about  the  Consthotion  and  the  Lords,  and  the  Lords  and 
the  Constitutioo.  The  Lords  have  every  encouragement  to  do 
mischief;  all  men  like  to  hear  themselves  praised ;  and  the  Lords 
never  hear  tbemaelvep  praised  so  much  as  when  they  are  hot  from 
aottt  destnMtivw  freak  of  mere  than  ordinary  prosress.  Then  they 
tie  praised  and  be-praised,  and  the  Whigs  out-voice  the  Tories, 
the  Utter  generally  enioying  the  mischief  done  in  silent  transports, 
sad  too  much  wrapped  in  contemplation  of  the  practical  effects  of 
the  system  to  pay  much  attention  to  its  theoretical  charms.  The 
Whigs  are  all  in  raptures  at  the  theory,  and  never  do  they  clasp  it 
so  psMtonately  as  when  the  practice  is  most  at  war  with  it.  If  it 
doa  not  work  well,  it  ought  to  work  well,  and  let  it  work  ill  ever 
•0  repeatedly  and  continuously,  still  it  is  too  charming  a  thing  in 
speculation  to  be  abandoned  for  so  slight  a  reason  as  its  failure  in 
fact.  The  evil  works  of  so  fair  a  creature  of  time  and  wisdom 
must  needs  be  its  misfortunes,  not  its  faults ;  and,  no  doubt,  if  we 
ktve  faith  enough  to  stick  to  it  long  enough,  a  happy  day  will 
come  when  fact  and  doctrine  will  kiss  each  other,  and  all  will  be 
well.  £xce()t  in'poe^  there  never  was  such  friendship  as  some 
men  exhibit  for  the  Lords*  House.  It  pastes  almost  maternal 
^^mdoesi.  No  Mrortbleasness  damps  it;  no  tried  incapability  of 
Sood  chills  its  fervor.

How  exactly  is  this  the  belief  of  the  Home  Secretary  in  the 
Lords*  virtues !  His  is  a  bold  faith  and  a  noble  faith.  His  lot  is 
cast  just  in  the  time  that  Tertullian  here  pronounces  the  fittest  for 
the  grouch  of  so  magnificent  a  mental  quality ;  he  lives  **  before 
the  coming**  of  the  lordly  excellencies,  and  he  ** expects  impossi¬ 
bilities.**  But  it  may  be  said,  **  the  thing  is  not  an  impossibility  ; 
it  is  potiUfie  the  Lords  may.  pass  the  Irish  Municipal  Bill  (or  any 
other  good  measure  you  please)  in  1838  or  *39,  or,  if  not  in  *38  or 
*39,  there  is  a  possibility  they  may  do  it  in  1840.*’  This  is  in  truth 
Lord  John’s  point  and  **  the  reason  of  the  faith  tliat  is  in  him.** 
What  a' reason  !  How  like  a  folly !  Not  that  there  is  not  such  a 
possibility  as  the  one  mentioned;  but  that  there  is  a  difference 
between  a  dinner  to-day  and  a  dinner  to-morrow,  and  u  difference 
also  between  a  good  system,  steadily  producing  good  fruits,  and  a 
vicious  one,  yielding  them  at  long  intervals,  and  by  concourse  of 
lucky  accidents.  Corporate  Reform  in  1840  is  not  so  good  a  thing 
as  Municipal  Reform  now  by  the  difference  of  three  years*  usufruct 
of  the  elements  of  civil  liberty.  The  tardy  payment  of  a  debt  of 
money  is  reckoned  an  evil  and  a  wrong;  yet  the  debtor  in  this  case 
can  make  compensation  by  adding  the  interest  to  the  principal. 
But  wg  know  of  no  such  thing  as  interest  upon  a  debt  cf  Justice 
and  good  government.  Here  the  debt  is  all  principal,  and  the 
damage  occasioned  by  delay  of  payment  is.  irretrievable.  Those 
who  waited  upon  the  Lord  in  the  days  of  the  commonwealth  were 
not  more  absurd  than  those  who  wait  upon  the  Lords  now.  There 
is,  to  be  sure,  one  sense  in  which  we  must  all  wait  upon  them : 
we  roust  wait  until  they  are  ripe  for  plucking.  This  is  sad  enough ; 
but  there  is  another  waiting  that  is  worse — namely,  waiting  until 
such  men  as  Lord  John  get  wisdom  enough  to  see  that  institutions 
are  made  for  nations,  not  nations  for  institutions. 


THE  MINORITY  IN  A  DECLINE. 

Whea  the  Tories  were  exulting  ia  the  division  on  the  Church  Rates* 
rasohuions,  we  warned  them  that  their  minority  had  outgrown  its 
strength,  and  that  it  would  fall  away  in  a  rapid  decline.  Our  prog¬ 
nostications  have  been  home  out  by  the  event,  the  committee  of 
inquiry  into  the  mode  of  granting  and  renewing  leases  of  Church 
property,  and  the  probable  amount  of  the  increased  value  obtaina¬ 
ble  by  an  improved  management,  having  been  carried  by  a  majority 
of  83,  notwithstanding  the  vehement  op{K)sition  of  Sir  Robert  Peel. 

The  more  honest  and  scrupulous  members  of  the  Tory  party  iu 
the  House  of  Commons  are  under  great  obligations  to  their  leader 
for  the  opportunities  he  gives  them  of  distinguishing  tiiemselves 
from  the  factious  herd.  8ir  Robert  Peel,  every  now  and  then, 
contrives  to  show  that  the  Tory  faction  is  minus  tiie  Tory  minority 
by  iocna  50  or  60  members,  and  that  the  number  of  uiep  ready  to 
any  lengths  with  biro  do^  not  exceed  240,  or  thereabouts.  It 
IS  pleasant  to  see  him  exhibiting  the  weakness  of  the  faction  by  pro- 
ceMing  to  the  factious  extremities  which  detach  from  his  iniiioritv 
all  tke  more  moderate  aad  the  more  honest  Tories.  For  precipf- 
tatiqg  a  party,  for  bringtu  it  to  its  dregs,  no  man  of  our  time

And  here  let  ut  for  a  moment  sympathize  with  Dr  Wilson  and 
the  Bishop  of  London  ;  let  us  conceive  their  cravings  for  that  last 
sixth ;  their  desires  to  make  it  their  own  ;  their  regrets  that  they 
could  by  no  means  compass  the  appropriation  of  it ;  the  bitter  pangs 
with  which  they  were  obliged  to  leave  it  in  the  possession  of  the 
Church.  Appetite  in  these  cases  grows  with  what  it  feeds  on,  and 
to  their  last  moments  the  Bishop  of  London  and  Dr  Wilson  must 
grudge  the  Church  the  poor  sixth  which  they  could  not  take  from  it. 

In  the  division  on  Mr  Goulburn’s  amendment,  that  any  funds 
•ccruing  from  an  improved  management  of  the  Church  lands,  should 
be  applied  to  the  extension  of  religious  instruction  and  pastoral 
superintendence  (instead  of  to  the  maintenance  of  the  religious 
buildings,  and  the  removal  of  a  cause  of  contention  and  ill-blood),. 
the  majority  for  the  motion  of  Ministers  was  26.  The  number, 
bad  it  not  been  for  some  vexatious  accidents,  might  have  been  30 ; 
but  on  questions  of  Church  Reform,  the  majority  to  i)e  reckoned 
on  in  the  Peel  Parliament  must  be  very  small,  and  the  last  division 
b  nearly  as  good  a  division  as  can  be  expected. 

The  majority  of  83  was  the  majority  of  those  who,  though  they 
agreed  as  to  the  fitness  of  improving  the  management  of  Church 
property,  differed  about  the  appropriation  of  the  surplus  proceeds. 
The  majority  of  26  was  the  majority  for  the  specific  application  of 
■uch  proceeds  to  the  maintenance  of  the  religious  buildings  in  lieu 
of  Church  Rates. 

In  the  division  on  Mr  Qoulbum’s  amendment,  for  the  appropria¬ 
tion  of  the  surplus  to  the  Parsons,  we  observe  the  name  of  Sir 
Robert  Peel,  albeit,  he  has  contended  that  it  would  be  a  death¬ 
blow  to  the  Church  to  withdraw  from  the  Bishops  the  business  of 
driving  bargains  in  leases.  According  to  bis  argument,  to  sever  the 
Bishops  and  Chapters  from  the  management  ot  the  Church  lands 
is  to  destroy  the  Establishment ;  and  with  what  reason  then  does  he 
concern  himself  about  an  arrangement  involved  in  the  act  of  destruc¬ 
tion  ?  The  type  of  the  tenacity  with  which  the  Church  clings  to  the 
land  is  the  fabled  mandrake,  whose  shrieks  on  being  tom  from  the 
earth  were  said  to  drive  men  road.  How  accordant  to  the  rule  of 
contradiction  ia  the  inordinate  attachment  of  the  Hierarchy  to  the 
car^  most  literally  of  the  earth  !

Can  there  be  imagined  a*^frV 
of  impudence  more  intrepid  than  to  arraign  the  greatSt  proorifct 
in  the  country  of  designs  against  order,  and  the  brightest  otmM 
the  Protestant  peerage  of  intentions  to  establish  the  domini^  ‘“f 
the  scarlet  lady  ?  Lord  Charleitiont,  a  tool  of  the  people »  1° 
Talbot,  a  Jacobin  !  Lords  Meath  and  Carew,  in  the  rag-a-muffi^ 
interest?  Truly  those  who  prate  of  Protestant  persemtioa 
plots  against  Protestant  estates  and  interests,  must  reckon  u  ^ 
a  degree  of  simplicity  in  the  English  people  passing  that  of  iXj 
and  sucklings. 

The  five  largest  estates  in  Ireland  are,  we  believe,  those  of  th

that  ever  raved  in  a  Conservative  club.  Yet  these  five  great  pro^ 
prietors  are  devoted  supporters  of  the  system  of  administration 
which  the  people  of  England  and  Scotland  are  conjured  to  over, 
throw  as  a  Jacobin  scheme  and  a  Protestant  persecution.  When 
the  British  people  are  ripe  for  believing  such  prodigious  nonsense 
as  that  these  wealthy  Protestant  peers  are  ail  possessed  with  the 
spirit  of  Marat,  it  will  be  time  to  put  the  whole  kingdom  into  a 
sfraight-waistcont.  The  fool  in  the  fable,  who  sawed  the  branch  of 
the  tree  on  which  he  perched,  is  the  type  of  such  a  class  of  idiots 
as  the  great  Liberal  Protestant  proprietors  of  the  soil  in  Ireland 
must  needs  be  if.  they  are  truly  represented  as  aiding  and  abetting 
the  sworn  enemies  of  their  fortunes  and  their  faith.  That  men  will 
easily  desert  and  betray  the  latter  wc  can  easily  believe;  for  we 
see  in  the  Orange  aristocracy  instances  of  men  trampling  everything 
holy  that  comes  and  stands  in  the  road  of  their  wealth  or  power; 
but  all  human  experience  forbids  us  to  allpw  that  any  body  of  men 
capable  of  counting  their  five  fingers  will  violate  every  moral  duty 
(or  no  other  purpose  but  to  strip  themnelves  of  rank,  consequence, 
property  and  power.  We  shall  not  believe  that  Lord  Charlemont 
and  the  Duke  of  Leinster  are  in  a  conspiracy  against  order  and 
religion  until  we  see  Lords  Roden  and  Kathdowne  in  a  league  to 
protect  them.  We  shall  admit  Earl  Fitzwilliam  to  he  a  Jack  Cade 
when  we  see  in  the  Marquis  of  Waterford's  proceedings  a  spirit 
truly  conservative  of  the  peace  of  the  community.  We  shall  confess 
Lord  Carew  to  be  a  Popish  incendiary  when  we  see  Lord  Olengall 
distinguished  as  a  pious  Protestant.  Not  until  we  see  some  such 
miracle  us  this  will  we  yield  our  belief  to  thos6  <who  tell  us  that  the 
most  opulent,  exulted,  and  unbleimshed  Protestant  names  in  the 
Irish  and  British  {peerage  are  those  of  men  whose  levers  are  actually 
at  this  moment  under  the  throne,  the  altar,  and  the  foundations  of 
bocicty.

The  present  available  strength  of  the  Tory  Radicals  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  appears  from  the  wish  expressed  by  Colonel 
Tiiompson  that  the  English  language  had  a  dual  number  like  the 
Greek,  to  express  with  nicety  the  numerical  force  of  the  party.

THE  ASSUMPTIONS  OF  THE  IRISH  ORANGEMEN. 

Lord  Lyndhurst,  in  his  speech  on  the  Irish*  Corporations*  Bill 
repeated  the  hacknied  misrepresentation  that  the  Govcrnaient  ii 


Ireland  is  supported  by  none  but  the  Catholics. 

It  has  always  been  the  game  of  Orangeism  to  palm  itself  upon 
the  English  people  as  the  property  and  Protestantism  of  Ireland. 
Almack's  might  as  well  pretend  to  the  importance  of  the  British 
Empire.  The  Orangemen,  even  amongst  Protestants,  are  no  more 
than  faction ;  and  they  would  appear  insignificant  indeed,  w  ere  the 
sincere  and  enlightened  profes.sors  of  the  same  faith  equally  pro¬ 
minent  and  conspicuous.  We  rejoice,  therefore,  at  every  rebuke 
we  see  administered  by  the  genuine  Protestantism  of  Ireland  to  the 
daring  pretensions  of  the  Rotunda  and  the  Mansion  House.  It  is, 
indeed,  full  time  that  tho!>e  whose  religion  is  sheer  Mammon- 
worship  should  have  a  mark  set  upon  their  foreheads,  that  the 
world  should  no  longer  confound  the  false  hypocrite  with  the  true 
believer.  It  ia  full  time  that  those  whose  religion  is  derived  from' 
the  gospel  should  separate  themselves  from  those  whose  rcligjon, 
judging  the  tree  by  the  fruits,  is  the  gospel  turned  upside-down. 
Vast  evil  has  arisen  from  the  obscurity  in  which  the  liberal  Pro- 
tettants  of  the  sister  country  have  too  long  hidden  their  real 
•octal  consequence.  Nothing  has  more  contributed  to  aid  the 
abominable  attempts  of  the  Tory  leaders  to  excite  the  no-popery 
Buroe  upon  this  side  of  the  channel.  Orangeism  was  vociteruus : 
ProiestantUm  mute ;  and  a  party  that  monopolizes  the  public  ear 
easily  imposes  upon  the  public  understanding.  The'  Oningemeo 
•aid,  **  wa  are  the  only  men  in  Ireland  that  have  a  stake  in  society, 
aad  a  reverence  for  Protestant  institutions ;  without  our  pale  all  is 
Republican  rage  and  Popish  bigotry  :  the  country  is  divided  between 
a  Catholic  mob  upon  one  side,  and  the  Aristocracy  and  Lutheran- 
lam  of  the  island  upon  the  other.'*  There  was  bot  one  answer  to 
thaaa  bold  falscho^s.  None  could  answer  them  effectually  but 
the  liberal  l^testant  nohilky  and  gentry ;  and  the  very  aumichy 
of  th#  iim^ture  created  a  feeling  that  it  was  superfluous  to  ex* 
poaa  it.

Further,  the  Government  would  undertake  to  provide  emigrants  upon  landing 
with  labour  from  the  moment  of  thekr  arrival  at  the  particular  place  to  which 
they  had  stated  their  wish  to  migrate ;  and  this  he  thought  was  a  roost  im¬ 
portant  security  given  to  emlgranUi.

He  hoped,  however,  that  Government  and  Parlia¬ 
ment  would  feel  that  it  was  their  duty  to  watch  the  operation  of  those  mea- 
sarrs.  All  he  would  add  was,  that  an  enlarged  and  liberal  ineasure  of 
ssaigratioD,  and  the  extension  of  public  works  in  Ireland  on  the  principles  of 
tbs  pressnt  Bill,  would  be,  in  his  opinion,  highly  conducive  to  the  peace  and 
pfosparity  of  the  empire.**  (Hear,  hear.) 

Considering  an  extensive  plan  of  emigration  as  the  meant  of 
relieving  Ireland  of  its  misery,  and  raising  the  condition  of  her 
people,  we  trust,  that.

have  here  only  a  portion  of  this  book,  but  sufficient  tty  en* 
able  us  to  pronounce  upon  its  delightful  character.  When  ffniohed^ 
it  will  l>e  a  rich  accession  to  English  literature.  Charles  Lamb’s, 
wit  and  fancy  were  of  the  first  order,  and  his  letters  contain  |tr-- 
feet  specimens  of  both. 

We  shall  confine  ourselves  chieHy,  at  present,  to  a  selectiooi 
from  the  infinite  number  of  charming  passages  which  crowd  at 
once  into  view  in  glancing  through  these  detached  sheets.  We 
propose,  when  the  entire  work  is  before  us,  to  give  some  general) 
•ketch  of  Lamb's  character  and  genius. 

He  was  born  of  very  humble  parents,  Mr  Talfourd  tells  us,  int 
Crown  Office- row,  in  the  Inner  Temple;  but  the  seniirocnls  anti 
manners  of  those  parents,  his  biographer  adds,  nught  well  havw 
become  the  gentlest  blood,*  and  “  fortune,  which  had  denied  thenv 
wealth,  enabled  them  to  bestow  on  their  children  some  of  tl»e  hryp* 
piest  intellectual  advantages  which  wealth  ever  confers.”  He  wftg 
educated  at  Christ’s  Hospital,  and  one  of  his  schoolfellow  a  hat 
communicated  to  Mr  Talfourd  the  impression  which  hia  bc.ybood 
left  on  those  who  knew  him  then— 

"  Lamb,**  tayt  Mr  Le  Grlcv,  «  was  an  amiable,  gentle  boy*  van/ 
and  keenly  observ  ing,  indulged  by  his  sclioolfellowa  and  hy  bia  me  stsr  on  aw 
count  of  his  infirmity  of  spc«^h.

POST  OFFICE  REFORM. 

The  reluctance  of  Ministers  to  reform  the  Post  office  is  a 
thing  to  us  inexplicable.  It  exposes  them  to  some  well-merited 
rubs  from  the  Tories.  The  Duke  of  Richmond,  who  knows  some¬ 
thing  about  the  matter,  complained— 

"  That  in  the  Bills  befoife  the  House  no  reduction  of  postage  was  made, 
cxeept  with  reference  to  the  transmission  of  newspapers  to  Ireland.  Atpiesent 
the  rates  of  jpostage,  and  particularly  for  short  distances,  were  so  high,  that  it 
ruGOuraged  fraud  of  all  sorts,  and,  in  some  instances,  as  many  letters  were 
forwarded  by  paresis  and  such  like  conveyances  as  by  the  regular  post.  He 
wished  that  some  alteration  might  be  made  in  tbb  respecL** 

It  U  hard  that  his  Grace’s  influence  with  the  Ministry,  which  is 
felt  'when  exercised  in  an  ill  direction,  such  as  the  exclusion  of 
Rtforroers  from  the  Sussex  Magistracy,  is  of  so  little  force  when  it 
b  employed  in  the  sphere  of  his  practical  knowledge,  and  for  the 
corrcctioQ  of  an  oppressive  and  unprofitable  system.  The  reduction 
of  postage* would  be  of  immense  advantage  to  the  poorer  classes 
of  society,  and  also  to  the  trading  interests,  and  we  have  not  a 
doubt  that  it  would  increase  the  revenue  ;  hut  the  revenue  in  this 
should  not  be  the  paramount  consideration,  and  Lord  Ash¬ 
burton  well  remarked —

Lamb's  early  life  witnessed  deep  and  peculiar  sorrows,  and  until

Coleridge  and  Southey  were  Lamb's  first  correspondents.  The: 
Ibllowing  passage  from  one  of  bis  earliest  letters  will  illustrate 
the  leading  thought  in  the  commencement  of  bk  own  literarjr 
enreer—

This  may  be  startli^  to  those  who  have  only  glanced  along  tbe 
surface  of  Lamb's  writings,  but  its  truth  will  be  evident  to  all  who 
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Anjr  pmiticttlv  oodce  th«  wmj  ia  whkh  Mr  Tiaiburd  Immi 
ftchieved  kb  debcmte,  and,  in  mnojr  renpecu^  difficult  ta»k,  will  he 
most  properlj  reserved  tUl  the  conclusion  of  the  work.  Hb 
aketckiet  of  Lamb’s  celebrated  assocbtes  are  Ughtlf  and  carelessly 
thrown  off,  but  with  thoroufb  and  exact  apprecbnon.  We  dose 
our  article  wi^  Mr  Talfourd^t  description  of  Lamb  as  when  be 
first  saw  him,  in  the  year  1815^

applauded  in  a  vulgar  vioUn.fantasia ;  and  a  sprinkling  of  drowsinesses 
by  Coccia,  Ac.,  encountered  the  enthusiasm  excited  by  the  performances 
of  M,  Thaiberg  with  an  effect  like  that  of  the  cup  of  cold  water  on  the 
smoking  mess  of  rice — **  dashed  in  at  boiling-point,**  as  Mrs  Glasse  is 
urgent  in  recommending.

THE  PARLIAMENT. 

HOUSE  OP  LORDS. 

Monday^  June  12. 

The  Commons*  reasons  fur  disagreeing  from  some  of  their  lordships* 
amendments  to  the  (hunicipal  act  amendment  bill  were  communicated. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Earl  of  Dsvuv.  a  select  committee  was  appointed 
to  inquire  into  the  laws  which  regulate  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire 
upon  the  river  Thames. 

The  London  and  Birmingham  railway  act  amendment  bill  was  read  a 
third  time  and  passed. 

Tuetday^  Junt  13. 

A  petition  was  presented  by  the  Bishop  of  Lonooiv  from  certain  in- 
cnmlients  of  parishes  in  the  metropolis,  complaining  of  hardships  and 
losses  which  they  suffered  from  the  new  cemeteries  established  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  London,  and  praying  to  be  heard  by  counsel  against 
the  Necropolis  cemetery  bill. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Marquis  of  Laksdowvx.  the  house  resolved 
itself  into  a  committee  on  the  public  works  (Ireland)  bill,  when  the 
several  clauses  were  agreed  to,  with  some  verbal  amendments.  His 
lordship  entered  into  a  statement  of  the  various  means  which  govern¬ 
ment  had  in  contemplation  to  aid  the  poor  law  in  that  country.  Besides 
public  works,  he  looked  to  another  class  of  measures  for  the  protection 
and  encouragement  of  emigration  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  In  the 
course  of  the  last  four  or  five  years  there  had  been  an  increas^  disposi¬ 
tion  to  emigrate  bolh  to  our  North  American  colonies  and  to  New 
Holland.  To  the  latter  place  upwards  of  3,000  emigrated  yearly,  and 
for  the  last  three  or  four  years  the  emigrants  to  our  North  American 
•olonies  amounted  to  something  lesa  than  25,000  or  30.000  annually. 

**  Steps  (he  eald)  had  been  already  taken  by  the  preaaat  government,  and  by 
his  noble  friend  (  Lord  GIsnsIg),  to  givs  encoorsgement  to  emigmtion.  The 
oslure  of  that  eocoumgement  was  not  in  ths  shsps  of  dirset  paeuniary  aaais- 
tanca  to  tha  persons  scout  to  emigrats ;  but  tbsy,  neverthalssa,  afforded  much 
comftwt  aad  aaaistanea  to  the  imrty  emigrating.  Petaona  wera  appoiatad  at 
ayaf y  port,  who  wera  patfactly  qualiiad  tor  tna  aituatkoa,  and  who  had  tha 
charga  af  suparialaadiag  avarything  ralativa  to  amigration.  Thera  waa  thna 
an  agant  fur  amigratioa  at  avary  port  from  which  it  waa  convenient  or  desi- 
mbla  that  am  igrat  ion  .should  bs  carried  on,  tb  furnish  iaformatioa  nod  aaatst- 
aaca,  ^  Goverament  also  was  prepared  to  offer  the  means  of  emigratioa;  not 
peconiaty  means,  but  on  tbs  party  oiehi^  to  emigrats  paying  a  cartaia  fixed 
aum  t  for  government  would  undertake  his  sale  transport,  as  for  so  thsy  could, 
to  bb  phsca  of  destinatum.  Further,  the  government  would  aadartaka  to 
provida  MRigrants  apaa  landing  srkh  Inbonr  from  tbo  momant  oftbair  arrival  at 
tha  partkalv  plaaa  tawhbh  Uiay  had  slatad  thair  wbh  to  migrala ;  and  this,  ha 
tboaght,  waa  a  awal  impoytaot  sacurity  givaa  to  emigraata.

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Monday^  June  12. 

The  Chakcxllor  of  the  Excuiqubr  (Mr  Wallace  having  asked  • 
question  on  the  subject)  said  that  be  could  not  state  the  day  oa  which 
he  should  bring  forward  bis  financial  statement  (the  budget).  Hs  was 
ready  to  bring  it  forward  whenever  the  state  of  public  business  affbrdsd 
him  an  opportunity. — Sir  R.  Pxxl  expressed  his  astonishment  at  the 
unsatisfactory  answer.  The  state  of  commercial  affairs,  if  assigned,  would 
have  been  comprehensible;  but  the  excuse  of  public  business  interfering' 
with  what  could  not  occupy  more  than  one  night  was  by  no  means  satis, 
factory. 

Lord  J.  Russkll  said,  in  answer  to  Mr  Wilks’s  inquiry,  that  be  sboeld 
not  be  able  to  bring  in  a  bill  this  session  founded  on  the,  report  of  the 
commissioners,  regarding  the  corporation  of  London. 

Lord  J.  Russkll  afterwards  brought  forward  hit  promised  motion,  for 
the  appointment  of  a  select  committee  to  Inquire  into  the  mode  of  grant-, 
ing  and  renewing  leases  of  the  landed  and  other  property  of  the  bishops, 
deans,  and  chapters,  and  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  of  England  and  Wales, 
and  into  the  probable  amount  of  any  increased  value  which  might  be  olv 
tained  by  an  improved  management,  with  a  due  consideration  of  the  inte¬ 
rests  of  the  established  church,  and  of  the  present  lessees  of  such  pro¬ 
perty.  His  lordship  avowed  that  he  made  this  motion  in  coosequeuos  of 
the  smallness  of  tli^  majority  by  which  the  plan  for  the  conamutstion  of 
church  rates  had  passed.  He  spoke  at  considerable  length  in  support  of 
the  proceeding  now  proposed,  and  of  the  defective  numagt'ment  that  ex¬ 
isted  at  present — 

**  I  do  not  think,**  said  his  lordship,  ^  any  blame  can  be  imputed  to  tkoss 
propose  to  submit  a  great  plan  to  the  test  of  inquiry.  It  will  be  for  ths 
hoase  to  say,  after  the  committee  have  repotted,  what  plan  they  will  sdo^ 
and  what  will  be  the  application  of  the  surplus,  which  must  be  coosklerabli. 

I  consider  the  best  application  of  it  will  be  as  a  substitute  for  church-rates,  ra 
accordance  with  the  resolutiona  of  the  house..  I  cannot  tee  any  possible  bet¬ 
ter  application.  Others  say,  if  thera  ia  a  surplus  it  ought  to  be  devoted  to 
reUgioos  inetructiun ;  and  thoee  who  aay  ao  ought  to  strengthen  theowelves 
by  supporting  the  motion  for  inquiry  (hear,  hear) ;  for  if  they  can  prove  that 
the  surplus  that  may  arise  from  the  increased  value  of  the  land  should  bs  set 
apart  for  religious  instruction,  in  preference  to  the  abolition  of  churckrrtss, 
then  we  ought  to  have  their  support.  I  therefore  do  not  see  what  otjedw 
can  be  made  to  the  measnre.  It  is  for  the  interests  of  the  church,  ft  is  kw 
thd  interests  of  the  community ;  and  thoae  who  object  to  it  only  betray  t^ 
unwillingness  to  have  facts  exposed  to  public  view  ;  and  although  some  obw 
to  it,  I  think  unnecessarily,  because  it  may  lower  the  pride  and  di|mity  of  tM 
heads  of  tha  church,  I  prefer  rather  the  good  of  the  charch,  tha  haneooy  of 
the  community,  and  the  religiuua  instruction  of  the  people.**  . 

Mr  G.  Palmkr  said  that  he  viewed  the  whole  measure  es  en 
effort  to  get  poescssion  of  church  property.— Mr  GouLSuaii  eomplsinw 
of  the  proposal,  at  unfairly  shifting  the  responsibility  from  the 
ment  to  a  committee.-  -  Mr  Daniel  Whittli  Harvkt  moved  an  amead- 
mi^t  that,  he  said,  would  put  the  sincerity  of  thoae  who  sought  tbe^fo* 
ntiesi  of  church  ratce  to  the  test.  He  propoeed  to  add  the  following 
words  to  the  motion  “  And,  further,  that  whatever  may  be  the  rew  t 
of  the  proposed  inquiry,  U  is  the  opinion  of  this  house  that, 
to  be  fixed,  chureli  ratee  in  Englarid  and  Wales  ought  to  cease. —CoL 
TMOMrsoM  seconded  the  araendment. — Lord  Howies  oppoeed

tion  had  l>een  called  to  an  order  issued  by  the  friend  of  England,  Mr 
Mendizabal,  on  the  3rd  of  May,  by  which  coals  for  the  use  of  British, 
steamers,  which  had  hitherto  been  left  in  depot  free  of  duty,  were  in 
future  to  be  burdened  with  a  tax  of  three  or  four  reals  per  quintal,  about 
equivalent  to  the  prime  cost  of  the  article  in  England  ?<— Lord  Palhir. 
STON  replied,  that  a  treaty  had  been  entered  into  some  years  ago  between 
the  French  and  Spanish  governments,  in  which  it  had  been  agreed  that 
these  privileges  should  be  conceded.  He  had  received  information  that 
the  English  steamers  were  not  allowed  to  carry  passengers.  Against 
this  Mr  Villiers  had  remonstrated,  and  either  the  objectionable  regula¬ 
tion  had  been  rescinded  or  he  had  obtained  a  promise  to  that  effect.  Ha 
(Ix>rd  Palmerston)  rather  thought  that  the  matter  had  been  satisfactorily 
arranged.  It  was  true,  that  in  the  Spanish  financial  department  a  new 
duty  had  been  imposed  upon  all  coals  used  by  all  steamers.  On  that 
point  our  minister  had  remonstrated,  but  intelligence  of  the  result  of 
that  remonstrance  had  not  yet  been  received. 

A  question  was  put  to  the  Foreign  Secretary  respecting  there  being 
two  ambasMidors  to  Constantinople  in  pay. — Lord  PALMaasroN  observed 
that  Lord  Ponsonby  had  renounced  his  leave  of  absence,  and  consequently 
was  nof  returning;  but  Sir  C.  Vaughan  was  about  to  come  home.  He 
further  said  that  while  an  ambassador  was  at  home,  or  on  leave  of  abeence, 
he  received  but  half  his  salary.  Sir  C.  Vaughan  did  not  go  out  as 
ambassador,  but  only  on  a  special  mission,  and  waa  to  receive  his  expenses 
only. 

Mr  WALTaR  moved  that  the  poor  laws  committee  be  instructed  to  re¬ 
port'  as  early  as  possible ;  but  after  some  discussion  the  terms  of  the  mo¬ 
tion  were  altered,  and  the  hon.  gentleman  proposed  that  there  be  laid 
before  the  house  the  minutes  of  the  committee’s  proceedings  on  the  IHh 
day.

The  Csrlists  have  escaped  from  Barbestro,  and,  so  far,  tbe  pvoroiae 
there  existed  of  striking  an  important  blow  in  Csvour  of  the  eonstitutlonal 
cause  has  failed  to  be  realised. 

It  appears  that,  having  occupied  Barbastro  for  so  many  days,  during 
which  they  are  represented  to  have  thrown  up  considerable  fortifications, 
the  Csrlists  have  evacuated  this  town,  and  having  sustained  a  lots  of 
nearly  a  thousand,  including  killed  and  woundeo,  crossed  the  Cinea, 
moving  in  the  direction  of  Tremp.  Oraa  immediately  oeei^plkd  the 
town,  and  subsequently  on  the  8tb  inst.  moved  on  to  Tamarite  and  ha 
vicinity.  On  the  13th  instant,  at  Bordeaux,  it  was  understood  that  tbe 
Carlist  expedition  was  between  Renevarre  and  Agtr.  Oraa,  on  the  8th, 
writes  of  it  as  being  in  Csialonia.  Four  battalions,  detaebed  from  tbe 
corps  of  the  army  of  Espartero,  arrived  on  the  9th  at  Saragossa,  from 
whenet  tliey  were  to  march  on  the  11th  to  rejoin  Oraa.  On  tba  10th 
Espartero  arrived  at  l.<erin,  which  he  found  darted. 

The  Cortes,  on  the  2nd  of  June,  entertained  a  proposition  for  taking 
into  eon'sideralion  Kspartero's  conduct  in  proclaiming  to  tbe  Spentoh 
Beaquec  that  their /urrof  (privileges  and  exemptions)  should  be  respected, 
provided  they  ceased  to  tAe  an  active  pert  for  Don  Carloa.

He  was  a  merchant  of  high  respectability  and  honour,  '^ere  was  a 
dreadful  riot  there  early  in  the  present  month,  owing  to  **  Deaf  Burke" 
and  **  O'Rouke,"  two  prixe-fighters,  having  collected  a  crowd  of  people  at 
one  of  their  pugilistic  contests.  Now,  mark  the  morals  and  consistency 
of  the  iababitanta  of  New  Orleans !  Every  paper  of  that  city  teemed 
with  exelamationa  of  horror  at  the  **  brutality,  inhumanity,  and  ferocity 
if  this  disgraceful  speotaele" — a  **  scene  which  had  polluted  their  city  ;" 
though  in  the  etrj  same  eolumns  several  murders  and  other  aanguinary 
crimeh  are  rccorAd  as  mere  every-day  ooourrenoes.  During  a  single

Jerroyn,  Ac.  Ac.  R.  Palmer,  Esq.,  M.P.,  in  the  chair.  Aftar  the 
usual  toasts  of  form  bad  been  drunk,  the  chairman  gave  **  The  eity  of 
London  Conservative  Association."  This  was  drunk,  and  followed  by 
**  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  the  Established  Churches  of  tha 
United  Kingdom."  Thus  fer  something  like  harmony  among  these 
conservators  of  order  was  maintained,  but  now  a  change  came  over  their 
spirit,  from  what  cause  does  not  very  clearly  appear  in  the  report.— Mr 
^rcla^,  M.  P.  proposed  **  The  health  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington  and 
the  House  of  Lords,"  in  a  brief  address,  which  the  general  confusion 
which  prevailed  prevented  from  being  heard.

Sugden  next  rote,  and  made  an  attempt  to  addraas  the 
meeting,  but  was  totally  inaudible  amidst  the  uproar  which  prevailed* 
Two  or  three  gentlemen  rose  in  different  parts  of  the  room,  addressing 
those  in  their  immediate  neighbourhood.  The  confusion  which  ensued 
is  indescribable.  The  learnt  gentleman  eventually  resumed  his  scat.— 
The  Chairman  rose  to  urge  the  necessity  for  the  company's  paying  at¬ 
tention  to  the  sound  of  the  trumpet,  which  was  the  signal  for  them  to 
listen  to  the  speeches.  But  the  remark  was  only  audible  to  a  select  lew 
who  sat  near  the  hon.  gentleman  ;  and  the  trumpet  sounded,  and  waa 
re-echoed  to  by  trumpets  at  the  other  end  of  the  room,  without  produc¬ 
ing  the  desired  effect  upon  the  assembly.  Sir  E.  Sugden  again  stood  up, 
and,  amidst  much  uproar,  proposed  the  health  of  Sir  K.  Peel.  Sir  F. 
Pollock  next  spoke  in  exultation  at  the  present  prospects  of  Toryism— 
The  Chairman  then  rose  to  propose  a  toast.  He  entreated  the  aasembly 
to  be  quiet  and  listen  to  him.  He  knew  they  would  all  wish  to  hear 
the  toast  which  he  waa  about  to  propose,  (uproar,  order  !  chair  I  and 
trumpets. )  They  would  be  worry  not  to  hear  the  toast  which  he  was 
about  to  give ;  he  should,  therefbre,  nut  give  it  till  they  were  quiet. 
( Flourish  of  trumpets,  banging  of  stewards*  rods,  and  overwhelming 
cries  of  **  Order  T*  all  of  which,  however,  failed  of  producing  silenee. ) 
The  hon.  gentleman,  finding  that  silence  was  not  to  be  obtained,  did  not 
hold  to  his  threats,  and  gave  the  toast  of  long  promise—**  The  chairman 
of  last  year,  Henry  Hoare,  Esq.”  (Music  and  cheers.)  The  attention 
(if  so  it  might  be  called)  of  the  meeting  was  here  directed  to  the  extreme 
end  of  the  room,  opposite  the  Chairman,  where  a  gentleman  in  white 
trousers,  understood  to  be  Mr  Hoare,  was  seen  gesticulating  from  an 
elevated  position  to  a  knot  of  spectators  who  congregated  in  a  semioircia 
around  him.  The  hon.  gentleman  held  forth  for  a  considerable  space  of 
time,  and  the  cheeriLg  which  he  elicited  was  unceasing  and  tremendous.

— >  A  damp  has  been  thrown  upon  the  Parisian  festivities  in  honour 
of  the  lata  Royal  nuptials,  in  consequence  of  a  desperate  tumult  which 
took  place  at  the  fit*  given  in  the  Champ  de  Mars  on  Wednesday. 
The  following  is  the  account  of  this  melancholy  occurrence,  as  given  by 
the  correspondent  of  a  morning  paper :— **  It  would  appear  that  at  the 
gates  betwoen  the  Champ  de  Mars  and  the  Rue  de  Grenelle,  quite  close 
to  tba  Ecola  Militaire,  a  number  of  thieves,  IdO  it  is  said,  had  congre. 
0atad,  and  on  the  crowd  Usuing  from  the  Champ  de  Mars  commenced 
tbehr  work  of  plunder  with  open  violence.  A  dreadful  tumult  and  confusion, 
skricks  and  cries  ensued,  when  a  fearful  loss  of  life  took  place.  80  men  and 
women  were  crushed  to  death,  or  killed  hy  being  thrown  into  the  fosses.  120 
mere  arc  aaid  to  have  been  more  or  less  severely  hurt.  There  Is  proba¬ 
bly  soasa  asaggeration  in  this,  though  no  doubt  the  dreadful  event  has 
happened.  The  occurence  has  acquired  more  importance  from  the  cir- 
^macanee  of  tha  grand  ball  at  the  Hotel  de  Ville  being  postponed  in 
conatauence.  Indeed  it  is  affirmed  that  the  ball  will  not  take  place  at 
all.  It  it  aaMrted  very  generally,  and  I  have  heard  it  in  quarters  where 
snrb  tbtafa  are  kot  asserted  on  trifling  authority,  that  yesterday’s  eatas- 
tropbe  has  not  been  uneonneeted  with  political  efreumstsnees,  and  that 
tka  ball  b  put  off,  or  no  longer  to  take  place,  owing  to  the  discovery  of 
a.  plot  far  tailing  lira  to  the  Hotel  de  Ville  after  the  arrival  of  the  Royal 
Family.**

After  the  reward  had  been  offereZ 
the  sceptre,  it  appears,  was  retecned  to  the  Rev.  Dr  Hawtr^,  Hesd-we,^ 
of  the  College,  carefully  packed  up  in  a  box,  carriage  paiA  But  this  did  aot 
deter  the  Provost  and  Fellows  of  Eton  from  pursuing  their  inquiries ;  aod  oa 
Monday  a  private  inquiry  was  instituted  at  the  residence  of  Mr  Hexter  % 
county  magistrate,  at  Eton,  the  result  of  which  was  that  a  warrant  was  issiled 
against  a  young  gentleman  named  John  Heneage  Jesse,  a  clerk  in  the  Adni- 
rally,  London,  charging  him  with  feloniously  stealing  the  sceptre,  the  pro- 
perty  of  the  Provost  a^  Fellows  of  Eton  College.  Mr  Jesse,  who  was  edu¬ 
cated  at  Eton,  which  place  he  left  about  five  or  six  years  ago,  is  the  son  of  a 
gentleman  who  holds  a  lucrative  situation  under  the  Board  of  Coromissiooers 
of  Woods  and  Forests.  The  warrant  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr  Bylc^ 
constablp  of  Eton,  who,  on  Tuesday,  proceeded  to  London  for  the  object  of  hU 
search,  who  was  soon  discovered ;  but  the  accus^  was  not  brought  swsy  {q 
custody.  Sir  Frederick  Roe,  who  knew  him  and  his  family,  passing  his  word 
to  Mr  By  lea  for  his  appearance  to  answer  the^  charge  before  the  magistrates 
at  the  Christopher  Inn,  Etou,  on  the  following  day.  On  Wednesday,  Mr 
Jesse  appeared  to  answer  the  charge,  when  were  present  Messrs  Heiter  asd 
Clowes,  tlie  sitting  magistrates ;  the  Rev.  Mr  Carter,  as  proseentor  on  ^hslf 
of  the  College ;  the  Rev.  Dr  Hawtrey,  Ac.  Ac.  Tha  case  excited  a  good 
deal  of  interest,  and  the  neighbourhood  of  the  inn  was^  thronged  with  Etna 
scholars.  When  the  case  was  called  on,  and  Mr  JeMe  inforro^  of  the  charge 
against  him,  he  expressed  his  deep  contrition  at  having  taken  away  the  seep, 
tre,  which  he  said  was  an  act  of  folly  on  his  part ;  and  he  declared  that  he  bed 
no  intention  of  causing  any  injuir  to  the  property  of  a  College  in  which  ha 
had  passed  the  happiest  years  oi  his  life. — Ttie  magistrates  intimated  that  Mr 
Jesse  seemed  not  to  comprehend  the  situation  he  was  in,  and  referred  to  ths 
statute,  which  made  the  breaking  and  carrying  away  of  any  portion  of  a  ststut 
a  felony.— Mr  Jesse  again  expressed  most  humbly  his*  sorrow  at  having  so 
committed  himself,  and  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  declared  that  he  hsd 
nothing  to  do  with  the  throwing  a  knocker  in  at  the  window  of  a  lady  who  was 
ill  on  Thursday  night. — fThe  lady  was  the  wife  of  the  Rev.  Mr  Cookealey, 
wko  IS  since  deadf  and  who,  while  ill,  was  greatly  frightened  by  a^  knocksr 
being  thrown  late  at  night  through  her  window.^^Dr  Hawtrey  said  he  be* 
lieved  Mr  Jesse  not  to  have  beei)  of  that  party.  The  knocker  was  thrown  from 
a  nohUmaw^t  carriage, — Ultimately  the  magistrates  determined  to  proceed 
with  the  ease  as  ooe  of  felony,  when  the  evidence  of  the  Rev.  Mr  Carter,  the 
Rev.  Dr  Ilawtrey,  and  several  of  the  Eton  scholars,  was  taken,  froni  which  it 
appeared  that  late  on  Thursday  night  Mr  Jesse  and  a  friend  of  his  (whose 
name  was  not  made  public)  went  to  the  window  of  the  **  lower  chamber”  of 
the  College,  and  gave  some  of  the  scholars  some  wine;  that  he  asked  for  the 
loan  of  a  rope,  which  was  given  to  him  (it  was  produced  in  courts 
he  contrived  to  wrench  off  the  sceptre  from  the  statue.— The  evidence  Mag 
complete,  the  roagistratea  deemed  it  their  duty  to  aend  the  case  to  the  sesswM  | 
but  cooseoted  to  admit  the  accused  to  bail,  himself  in  100/.  and  two  sareiist 
in  50/.  each.  ,  The  bail  was  soon  found,  two  tradesmen  of  Eton  becoming  tha 
sureties,  and  JMr  Jesse  was  liberated.

tisa  of  laot  year.  Amariean  bonds  to  a  large  amoont  are  also  continually  arriring 
iaihis  ooentry.  Tin  eilbot  of  the  crisis  in  America  will  no  doubt  be  to  mia  a 
■aiBber  ef  indiridualf,  hut  those  Who  poaaeaa  prooerty  will  be  enabled  bv  the 
mysminn  to  resume  their  qperatioos  without  dmay.  It  is  a  great  mistake  to 
Miypose  that  the  banka  were  mn  oo  by  merchants.  The  authors  of  tbe  run  ware 
fte  holden  ef  the  notae  of  the  different  banks  and  depositors,  who  lookqd  to> 
profit  by  the  rise  in  the  ralue  of  imecie.  We  are  assured  that  it  is  quite  a  lAhn 
taka  10  sopposa  that  the  Btata  of  New  York  aanctioned  tho  auspenaioo.
